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H. will judge, in the impar- 
tiality of a sound head and single- 
ness of heart, whether the decline 
of the Presbyterian church in the 
Worth of Ireland must not be accele- 
rated by losing their customary hold 
jn the affections of the people; by 
the junction of secular power with 
spiritual authority ; by an influence 
which (whether the provision be 
for life, or during good behaviour) 
must have a deadening effect upon 
the human mind, most inconsistent 
with the animation and alacrity of 
free inquiry in religion and politics; 
by the introduction or intrusion, into 
the church representation, of govern- 
ment agents, or (which is much the 
same thing) of great men's agents, 
ruling, or rather ivied elders, act- 
ing in reality as a " corps de re- 
serve" on such momentous occa- 
sions, and on other occasions, very 
fairly representing that apathy in 
the public, which I am ready to ac- 
knowledge ; which is, however, in 
no small part to be attributed to a 
weakened connexion of pastors and 
people, and which perhaps stands 
in need of a little persecution, that 
might, raise the sodden community 
by the leaven of liberty, and en- 
force the necessity of a general 
and a just delegation of lay Pres- 
byters, not overlaid by their cleri- 
cal bretbern, but prepared for the 
resumption and discharge of their 
derelict duties and their co-ordinate 
functions. 

The history of the Eegium Do- 
imm, and of its late inordinate aug. 
mentation, will form an interesting 
chapter in the fateful history of Ire- 
land, and its annihilation as an in- 
dependent state. The character of 
the transaction is not to be dispatch- 
ed by a few random strokes of a 
fugitive periodical pen. In the por- 
traiture of modern Presbyterianism, 
religions and political, he who will 
give its features to the life, must 



depict the bent and disposition of 
the times, the great ministerial ob- 
jects to be accomplished by artifice 
or by force, the character of the 
primary and secondary agents in all 
their descending subordination, the 
ostensible and the secret negotia- 
tions, the various pretexts of c!ei> 
cal and lay Presbyters, the different 
commissions, and arrangements, and 
plans, which have terminated in this 
supplemental establishment, so con- 
trasted with the behaviour of our 
Catholic countrymen, and which 
stands such a subject of astonish- 
ment to the whole of our English 
brethren. 

H. says ''be is ready to strike 
hands with me in contributing his 
humble mite in arousing the spirit 
of independence ;" and appears to 
hint, in his conclusion, that the 
laity may, even at this time, be suc- 
cessfully instrumental in the rejec- 
tion of the Royal Bounty. I gladly 
seize the hint, and will also proffer 
my " munuscu'tim"to the ransom of 
the Presbyterian church, and the 
redemption of its independence. 
Although my expenditure be equal 
to my income, I shall endeavour t? 
abridge the former by every allow- 
able mean'!, and hereby willingly 
otfer ,£.50 per annum towards the 
formation of a fund which may be 
entitled, " Premium Populare," for 
the sole purpose of superceding and 
extinguishing the " Regium Donom.'*

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members of his family, " that the 
residue of the income of his estate 
in the County of Cavan, should be 
equally divided, one-half to be en- 
joyed by his sister and daughter, 
and, after their decease, for propa- 
gating the gospel; and the other 
half to be «xpended in clothing and 
educating as many as the fund will 
allow, poor children of the members 
of the Church of Ireland; and in 
giving to each, at the age of 25 
years, five pounds, and a loom, and 
a small holding in preference to 
other tenants who may offer." 

And he left the half of his Fork- 
hill estate in the County of Armagh 
" to be employed in propagating the 
religion of our blessed Saviour, par- 
ticularly in the East, by adding to 
■the number of Danish and other 
Protestant Missionaries, as his said 
trustees, or any three of them, (a 
JJishop being one,) shall think pro- 
ber ;" and he bequeathed several 
legacies and annuities besides to dif- 
ferent persons 

Several doubts and difficulties ha- 
ving arisen relative to the legal con- 
struction of this will, the trustees of 
the charitable bequests, and the 
yarious devisees under the will, en- 
tered into article of agreement for a 
division of the property, wbjch a- 
greement was ratified by an Act 
of Parliament passed in 1780. By 
this agreement, one thousand pounds 
per annum was to be applied to 
to the charity for the propagation 
of the gospel in the East, and 
three hundred and seventy-five 
pounds for ever to be applied by the 
said trustees for the charity, for the 
children of members of the Church 
of Ireland. This sum of 375/. per 
annum constitutes the present en- 
dowment of the schools in the parish 
Gflork.hill. 

The plan adopted by the trustees 
after the passing of this Act, and 



ever since acted upon, with occa- 
sional improvements, has been, to 
aflbrd the means of instruction and 
clothing, as for as funds would ad- 
mit, to all the poor children in this 
parish, indiscriminately, but under 
Protestant masters and mistresses; 
for this purpose, there were three 
schools built at different extremities 
of the parish, with suitable dwell- 
ing-houses for masters, and two for 
mistresses to instruct the girls in sew- 
ing and needle-work. These school- 
houses are stated to us to be all at 
present in complete and perfect good 
order, and to be kept so out of the 
fund. There are altogether about 
380 children of both sexes, who at- 
tend these schools, of which num- 
ber about 50 are Protestants. The 
masters of the male schools have 40?. 
per annum each, out of which they 
are obliged to pay an assistant; the 
two scliool-mistresses have each a 
salary of 20/. each j all have houses 
to reside in. There is besides an in- 
spector over the schools, at a salary 
of 40/. per annum, who is generally 
the resident clergyman of the parish. 
There are many of the scholars, who, 
when educated, are apprenticed to 
different trades, but chiefly the weavr 
ing trade, under Protestant masters, 
and at the expiration of their ap. 
prenticeships, they receive each 10/. 
and a loom. The schools are all 
supplied out of the fund with paper, 
ink, books, and slates. 

The trustees of this charity meet 
quarterly, any three of whom form 
a board, and examine into the state 
of the schools, and the conduct of 
the masters, &c. 

Drelincourt's Charity-School. 
This school, which is situated irj 
the town of Armagh, was founded 
m the year 1732, by the widow of 
Dean Brelincourt. The present in- 
come of the school is as follows :

I8P4 at the rate of four 
guineas per acre, held by 
lease for ten years, from 1st 
November, 1810, being the 
unexpired term of the inter- 
est of the Dean and Chap-

Mr. Clelland, tenant at will, 13 13

The school-house, which was ori- 
ginally built for the accommodation 
of 40* boarders, being more than 
sufficiently spacious for the accommo- 
dation of the present number in the 
school, has been divided into two 
tenements, one of which is set as al- 
ready stated. There are at present 
seventeen female children in the 
school, who are lodged, clothed, and 
dieted; they are orphans, or the 



children of the poor in Armagh, and 
are received at any age between * 
and 10, and continue for live years 
in the establishment: they are 
brought up in the established reli- 
gion, and taught reading, spelling, 
and needle- works, and to plat straw; 
and the produce of the sale of their 
works is stated to be about 40/. per 
annum: they are apprenticed as 
servants, or to trades, but in gene- 
ral as the former. There is a school* 
mistress at a salary of 201. per an- 
num, and an occasional gratuity of 
ten pounds ; a master attends three 
times in the week to teach the chil- 
dren accounts ; their religious in- 
struction is carefully attended to by 
the Curate of Armagh, the Rev. 
Mr. Ball ; and altogether this charity- 
is well and most carefully conduct* 
ed. 

Magherafek School. 

There is a .school at Magherafelt, 
founded under the will of Hugh 
Rainey, Esq., in 1707. The follow- 
ing is the history of this foundation. 
In the year above-mentioned, Hugh 
Rainey by will devised his personal 
property, which amounted to about 
4,303L, to his executors, in trust, 
that they should purchase therewith 
lands of inheritance; the rents there- 
of to be divided, one moiety to his 
nephews, and their issue male and: 
female, in strict settlement, and the 
other moiety to the support of a cha- 
rity-school for poor boys, who were 
to be fed, clothed, and educated ; 
and he directed, that an Act af Par- 
liament should be obtained for the 
confirmation of his will, and the 
regulation of the charity. His exe- 
cutors' having died without carrying 
his will into execution, his nephew, 
Thomas Ash, purchased an estate 
from the Right Honourable Edward 
Southwell, containing 1,562 acres 
and upwards, lying near Down- 
patrick, in the County of Down, and 
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for which he paid the sum of 6,545/. ; 
of which sum, 2,481/. was borrowed 
by said Thomas Ash, and se- 
cured by mortgage upon the estate, 
which then produced the yearly in- 
come of 400/. After the purchase 
of said estate, 1,882/. more of the 
assets of the said Hugh Rainey came 
into the hands of the executors, and 
were applied to the clearing off part 
of the mortgage, leaving the Jands 
still subject to the remainder of the 
sum of 24$1/. due by mortgage. 

It appears, that in the 11th year 
of George the Second, an Act was 
passed in the Irish Parliament for 
the regulation of this Charity, and 
this Act gave a power to the execu- 
tors so make teases of lives renewable 
for ever, of part of these lands, in- 
stead of the existing leases of thirty- 
one years, and to take fines from the 
tenants, in order to raise a sum .suffi- 
cient to pay off the remaining incum- 
brances, and then the Act directs, 
that the sum of 175/* should be a 
rent-charge upon said lands, payable 
for ever to the Lord Primate of Ire- 
land, for' the support of the school, 
in lieu of the moiety of the rents ap- 
plicable by the will of Mr. Rainey 
to the said Charity. 

There is a large school-house, built 
in 1713, by the executor Thomas 
Ash, capable of containing twenty- 
four boys, and situated in the town 
of Magherafelt. . We find, that in 
,1713, eight boys were brought into 
the school, in the next year eight 
more, and in the year after, eight 
more; and for many years subse- 
quent to this period, that number of 
children were maintained in the 
school. But in consequence of this 
very improvident Act or Parliament, 
by which a rent-charge of 175/. per 
annum was fixed for ever, as the 
annua] fund for the support of this 
school, as the value of money de- 
creased, and the necessaries of life 
increased in price, the number of 



the children have from year to year 
been reduced, so 'Much so, that at 
present there are but nine bays in 
the school. 

There is a school-master at a sa- 
lary of twelve guineas per annum, 
and a mistress who lives in the 
school-house, and who is a lineal des- 
cendant of the founder, at a salary 
of 6/. per annum, the sum fixed by 
Mr. Rainey in his will. The chil- 
dren are taught reading, writing, 
and arithmetic; the boys are ap- 
prenticed to trades, with a fee of 
fifty shillings each, and a new suit 
of clothes; they are taken into the 
school without' any distinction of re* 
ligion, but whilst at school are 
brought up as members of the estab- 
lished church. . There is no fund for 
the repair of the school- house; and 
a few years ago, it being much out 
of order, the number of children the 
was reduced, in order to accumulate a 
sufficient sum to put it into good re- 
pair, which it is now represented to 
us to be in. The accounts of the 
school seem to be regularly kept. 
There is no visitor of the school ap- 
pointed by the Act of George II., 
but his Grace the Primate has, at 
different times, inspected this school. 

Female Orphan School, Circular- 
Road, Dublin. 
This establishment was first in. 
stituted in the year 1790, in an Old 
house in Prussia- street, in the City 
of Dublin, by two benevolent la- 
dies, the late Mrs. Edward Tighe, 
and the late Mrs. Charles Este ; the 
number of orphans at first was only 
five, which has been gradually in- 
creased to the present number, One 
huiidred and fifty. Two years after 
the first opening of the Institution, 
in Prussia-street, the sale of the pre- 
sent school-house was fixed on ; and 
a lease of half an acre of land in per- 
petuity having been obtained front 
Lord Monk, the present very spacious

school house and buildings were 
erected thereon by private donations 
and subscriptions. The 'trustees of 
the establishment have rented eleven 
acres of land adjoining the house, 
at the price of ten pounds, four shil- 
lings, and nine-pence, per acre. 

The children received into this 
foundation are female orphans, be- 
tween the ages of five and ten years 
at the time of admission, and des- 
titute of the means of support; they 
must also be recommended by a 
subscriber, and their Orphanism cer- 
tified by the minister or curate, and 
churchwardens of their respective 
parishes. A penal bond is also re- 
quired to be passed, subjecting some 
solvent friend of each child apply- 
ing! for admission, to the payment 
of 50/. in the event of either parent 
of the child received being alive. 

The children, who are lodged, 
dieted, tlothed, and instructed, are 
taught reading, writing, and arith- 
metic, and instructed in the princi- 
ples of the Christian religion ; they 
are also taught all sorts of needle- 
work, knitting, and household work, 
to qualify them to.become useful ser- 
vants. 

The only permanent fund for the 
support - of this most useful and 
well-conducted institution, arises 
from the interest of 5,700/., Govern- 
ment five per cent* stock, which was 
an accumulation of legacies, private 
subscriptions, and donations. 

Parliament gives an annual grant 
of money to this foundation, the 
average of which, for the last three 
years, has been 1,633/. 13s. 4d. per 
annum.

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There was also a sum of 2 500/. 
granted by Parliament for' budding 
a chapel ; but which, beinsi found 
too small for the purpose, has been 
laid out in government debentures, 
the interest to accumulate until the 
sum is sufficient for the purpose in- 
tended.

The number of children appren- 
ticed as servants (including nine vvlio 
have been given out to their friends, 
who were able to maintain them,) 
has amounted, since the first es- 
tablishment, to one hundred and six- 
teen. 

The average expenditure of the es- 
tablishment for three years, ending 
5th Jan. 181 1, has been 2,693/ 2s.9d. 

It is "conducted by governors and 
governesses, who meet at the school- 
house on the first day of each month, 
(January, August, September, and 
October excepted) to transact th« 
business thereof. 

Calverstown. 

Sir Richard Levinge, Baronet, who 
formerly resided at Calverstown, and 
died in the year 1747, bequeathed 
the lands ot Liicken, in the. County of 
Meath, partly let in fee-farm, and 
partly lor orjo year?, lor 91/. \tis. 
lor the maintenance and instruction 
at Calverstown, of poor children, and 
for binding them out apprentices. 

There is a schoui-house, which 
m m 
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is reported to be in pretty good con- 
dition ; b»i rhere are only seven 
boys at present maintained in the 
establishment, for whom the master 
is allowed 8 J. per head for their sup- 
port, schooling, &c. 

We have referred it to the com- 
rnissioners of charitable donations, 
to make inquiries respecting a con 
siderable arrear how due of the all 
nuity of this school, charged upon 
the lands of Lacken by'tbe founder. 

Blessington School. 
There is a school at Ulessington, 
in the Couuu of.Wicklow, founded 
by the first Marquis of jjownshire, 
in which it wa? proposeii, that twen- 
ty si. lis ot Protestant tenatits of his 
estate, should be taught reading, 
Writing, and arithmetic, and to be 
clothed, to be admitted at eight 
years of age, and dismissed at 
twelve. In all the estate, as we 
are informed, from the first founda- 
tion of the school till now, there 
could not be got so many sons of 
Protestants whose parents would 
permit them to lake the benefit 
of the irwmuion ; Roman Catholic 
children have therefore been ad- 
mitted The endowment consists 
of an house and garden, and a sa- 
lary of 151. per annum to the mas- 
ter, and an allowance for >fuel of 
4/. 6*. Sd. '1 he children pay for 
their schooling at the usual rates 
of poor-schools • the number at pre 
sent on the establishment has not 
been relumed to us. 

Cm; le- Knock. 
William Crosthwaite, Esq. by 
deed dated 15th August 1720, grant- 
ed 10/. yearly for ever, issuing out 
of the impropriate rectory of Follys- 
town, in the County of Meath, to 
the Archbishop of Dublin for the 
time being, in trust, for the educa- 
tion of poor children of the parishes 
of Castie-kn< ck. Mullahidart, and 
Consillah, diocese of Dublin* 



There are twelve children in- 
structed gratis at present on this 
foundation. 

A piece of ground has been ta-< 
ken lately in this union of parishes, 
and two large school-houses, one for 
boys, and the other for girls, are 
now erecting by the trustees of the 
late Richard Morgan, Esq. for the 
purpose of carrying into execu- 
tion the intentions of his will. 

Morgan's Charity-Schools, 
In the year 1773, Richard Mor- 
gan, Fsq. of Newcastle, in the Coun- 
ty «f Dublin, by his last will and 
testament,, after bequeathing several 
legacies to different persons, and 
certain annuities to his nearest rela- 
tives, devised all his personal .pro* 
perty, and real and freehold estates, 
"in trust, to the Lord Primate of 
Ireland, the Archbishop of Dublin, 
the Chiel Justice of the King's Bench, 
the Chief Baron of the Exchequer, 
arid the Lord Mayor of the city 
of Dublin, all for the time being, 
and their successors for ever ; out 
of the produce of the said estate, to 
erect and furnish two separate build- 
ings, for the following purposes ; viz. 
one to provide for the accommodation 
ofone hundred boys; the other for the 
accommodation of one hundred girls, 
the children of poor reduced Protes- 
tant parents; to be clothed, dieted, 
lodged, educated, and instructed in 
reading, writing, arithmetic, and 
other useful and necessary qualifi- 
cations for persons of then- condi- 
tion in life, under the inspection of 
proper masters and mistresses ; .and 
when of sufficient age, to be ap- 
prenticed* to Protestaut masters and 
mistresses, paying with each an ap- 
prentice fee oi hi." And it is by 
said will provided, that a sum not 
exceeding 3,000/. should be expend- 
ed in said buildings ; and it wa* 
further directed by the will, that in 
case the fund should produce a 
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greater sum annually than would he 
stifljcVfent for the said purposes, that 
the surplus should be applied in por- 
tioning such of the children as 
should behave well in their appren- 
ticeships, and should intermarry 
win) Protestants ; and it was further 
directed by Mr. Morgan in his will, 
that the said buildings should be 
erected on lands to be taken not 
exceeding two miles from the city 
of Dublin, within a convenient dis- 
tance from- a parish church, and 
that not more ihan two acres of 
land should be appropriated to each 
building 

Mr. Morgan died in the year 
1784. 

His nephew and heir at law, John 
Godley, Esq. immediately contested 
the will, on the grounds that the tes- 
tator was not of a sound and dispos- 
ing mind at the time of his making 
it. 

The committee of charity of the 
Irish House of Lords, in the year 
17 J I, taking into consideration ihe 
will and charitable bequests of Mr. 
Morgan, commenced for the trus- 
tees a suit in chancery against Mr. 
Godley, who had entered into pos- 
session of the real and personal pro- 
perty of. the testator ; and as the 
law suit was certain to be a contested, 
tedioii;, and expensive one, and the 
issue of it was thought to be doubt- 
ful, the committee of charity of the 
Irish House of Lords in 1792, re- 
commended to the trustees to enter 
into an agreement with Mr. Gudiey, 
and the other persons claiming un- 
der the will, to divide the real and 
personal property of tlie testator 
into two equal parts, one pait there- 
of to be allotted to the chant), and 
the other to the said Mr. Godley 
and the other claimants ; and ac- 
cordingly all parties having consent- 
ed to this arrangement, an Act of 
Parliament, the expenses of which 
were paid out of the fund, was pass- 



ed in tii- 3:5 i year of George ths 
Third, to confirm said ;i ;ret n-iit, 
and to incorporate the trustees afire- 
said, and their successors for e.ver, 
by. the name of " The Trustees of 
Morgan's Charity Schools." 

An amicable bill for the partition 
of the property was afterwards in- 
stituted, and a decree for a divi- 
sion of the estate a«d thp- pergonal 
property obtained in the Court of 
Exchequer in the year 1795. The 
execution of this decree was how- 
ever delayed in consequence of the 
death of Mr. Godley. It was at 
length finally obtained, and a com- 
mission issued for the partition ; and 
the several estates were equally di- 
vided between the trustees and the 
hens ol Mr. Godley ; and a- very 
respectable gentleman, Mr Charles 
Hamilton, was appointed theira.ent 
by the trustees, a sufficient fund 
(laving been collected for the pur- 
poses of building the two school- 
houses; at length, in 1810, some 
ground uas procured on the estate 
of Lord Ashtown, near Castle-Knock 
in the County of Dublin, and the 
buildings commenced, which, we 
are informed are going on rapidly. 

The estates, which were allotted 
to this charity upon the partition, 
produce the net rent at present 
of about 1,052/ 3*. Id. 

It is represented to us, that the 
lands of Newcastle, the present 
leases ot which will expire in. about 
six years, will then probably pro- 
duce an annual rent of tiOO/. per 
annum additional.; no rise can be 
looked for on any other part of the 
estate of the charity. 

The sum now in the bank, and 
which is vested in the five per, cents, 
stock, is 8,887/. The estimate for 
the two school-houses now bunding, 
is under 8,000/., about 2.500/. of 
which has been expended already; 
it is expected that they wi.| be fi- 
nished in May 1813 ; another year's 
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rent of the estate, as well as the an- 
nual interest of the residue of the 
fund in the five per cents, will be 
applicable to furnish the two school- 
houses. In fine, these two estab- 
lishments, if well attended to, and 
supplied with capable masters and 
superintendents, promise to be most 
■useful and noble establishments a- 
mong the many public ones which 
at present exist in Ireland, for the 
education of the children of the 
lower orders of our people. 

Hollywood Rath. 

The Rev Daniel Jackson, by will, 
in the year 170b, charged the lands 
of Hollywood Rath with 61. per an- 
num for ever for a school mister, 
and 30/ tor building a school house, 
and devised three acres of land for 
the same purpose. 

Santiy School. 

The said Rev. Mr. Jackson also 
deviled a profit rent out of the lands 
of Goutditig's farm, containing 40 
acres, and held (or y°9 years, to the 
vicar of Santry for the time being, 
in trust, for building a scbool-bouse 
at Santry, and paying a school-mas 
ter til. yearly ; the remainder ot the 
profit-rent to be retained by the 
vicar as trustee. 

There is a school- house here with 
a small garden ; and the vicar pays 
the master 6/. per annum. Eight 
boys and twelve gills are instructed 
at this school. 

Swords Scfiool. 

A school has been some few vears 
past established in this town,\ipob an 
extensive and liberal plan, by the 
trustees of the Compensation Fund, 
allowed, by the Parliament of Ire- 
land at the Union for the borough 
of Swords, being the sum of 15,000/. 
And us this was one of what were 
called Potwalloping boroughs, and 
not private property, the suin allow- 



ed by Parliament to each borough, 
which at the Union was to cease to 
serid members to Parliament, was 
vested in trustees, namely, the 
Chancellor, Archbihop of Dublin, 
Bishop of Kildare, Provost of 
Trinity College Dublin, Dean of 
St. Patrick's, and the Vicar of the 
parish; and it was determined by 
them to found a school in the town 
of Swords, for the education of the 
children of the lower orders of the 
people, without any distinction of 
religious persuasions ; accordingly, 
a very hanilsome and commodious 
school house was erected, at an ex- 
pense of above 2,000/. I here are a 
master, mistress, and superintend- 
ent, at a salary of fifty pounds per 
annum ench. The school was open- 
ed in the year 1809. since which 
time, above twenty children have 
been apprenticed from it to different 
trades. 'I here are now on the 
books 261 children, of which num- 
ber 127 ale boys, and 134 girls; 
atl are day- scholars, and instructed 
gratuitously in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic ; the most intelligent scho- 
lars of each sex are appoiuted moni- 
tors <if classes, and each monitor is 
allowed ten shillings per quarter 
salary ; a fee, in no cases less than 
10/, or moie than 20/., is given 
with each child apprenticed, and 
the most deserving children, and 
those who have amended the school 
regularly, are, at a public annual 
examination, selected and, recom- 
mended to the trustees for appren- 
ticeships. 

Connected with this establishment, 
and supported out of its funds, are 
also a dispensary and a coal-yard, 
for supplying with medicine gratis, 
when wanted, and with coals at 
a reduced price, the parents of the 
poorest children who have regularly 
attended ihe school ; the other indi- 
gent inhabitants of Swords, upon 
proper recommendations, are entitled 
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to the benefits bolh of the dispensa- 
ry and coal- yard. 

Swords. 

Dean Scardeville, in the year 1703, 
bequeathed a sum of money for the 
support of a school in the parish 
of Swords for the children of poor' 
Protestants We find that the then 
Attorney General, at the relation of 
the churchwardens of the parish, in 
the year '779, filed a bill in chan- 
cery for the recovery of this charity ; 
the suit was abandoned, but on what 
grounds we have not been able to as- 
certain. 

It appears by the vestry-book of 
the parish of Swords, that an Inven- 
tory was taken on the 20th of Feb- 
ruary. 1739, of all the deeds and 
papers belonging to the parish, and 
that there were then (inter alia) a 
map of the lands given by the Rev. 
Archdeacon Hewetson, for the en- 
dowment of a school, and a convey- 
ance from him of a mill and lands to 
the said school. 

We have been furnished by the 
present incumbent of Swords, with 
a copy of this indenture, which is 
dated 28th July, 1719, and made 
by Archdeacon Hewetson to the Rev. 
John Wynne, the then incusnbent, 
a*id his successors forever, •« of ail 
that and those the lands whereon the 
mill stands, now in the possession 
ot Samuel Biass, together with the 
said mill, for the sole use and sup- 
port of a 'school -master, licensed by 
his Grace the Archbishop of Dub- 
lin, and his successors, Archbishops 
of Dublin from time to time, fpr 
ever, for the said parish of Swords. 

There are no schools at Swords 
supported under either of these en- 
dowments, nor ever have been in 
the memory of any one now liv- 
ing. 

Finglass. 

This school is supported by the in- 
terest of money bequeathed at dif- 



ferent times to it, at»d now amount- 
ing to about 201. per annum. The 
school-house has been suffered to 
go to ruin ; the school is kept 
in the house of the clerk of the 
parish, who is the school-master, 
and who has about 25 scholars. 

Mr. James Knight, by deed, 
dated the 30th November, T725, 
granted a rent-charge for ever of 
601. yearly, for the support of a 
charity-school then kept in the 
little close behind the Cathedral of 
St. Patrick's, in Dublin, " for cloth- 
ing, educating, and binding out ap- 
prentices, 20 boys of poor Popish 
parents, to be bred op Protestants. 
If thechildren of such parents are 
not to be had, the children of poof 
Protestants are to be admitted.'* 
A long and extensive suit, for the 
recovery of this charity, was insti- 
tuted, and a decree in its favour 
given about the year 1780; the 
rent-charge, however, is not now 
paid, or any school . kept on this 
foundation. The trustees of this 
Charity are the Archbishop of Dub- 
lin, the Dean of St. Patrick's, and 
other dignitaries of the Chapter. 
We have been informed by a mem- 
ber of the Board, the Lord Bishop 
of Killalla, who, when Dean of St. 
Patrick's, had fully investigated this 
business, that William Humphrey, 
Esq., whose estate is subject to this 
rent-charge, has expressed bis wil- 
lingness to come to an amicable 
agreement with the trustees, and to 
pay the arrear. 

Cdbridge Charity-School. 

This is an endowment by the late 
Right Honourable William Connolly, 
Speaker of the Irish House of Com- 
mons in the reign of George the 
First; and is situated at Celbridge, 
in the County of Dublin. Here is a 
school-house sufficiently large to ac- 
commodate one hgndred children, 
with a garden and four acres und»r 
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yard, out-offices and pasture, to- 
gether with 45 acres of land round 
the house, partly enclosed by an 
eight feet high wall. The original 
endowment was a rent-charge of 
250/. per annum on the Connolly 
estate.'to which Mr. William Con- 
nolly, the nephew of the founder, 
gave additional lands, so as to make 
the number of acres attached to the 
endowment fifty; and which, are 
valued at four pounds per acre ; an 
annuity for ever of P/. per annum 
was purchased lor 200/. some years 
ago, which sum was the donation of 
the late Councellor Theobald Wolf; 
the permanent income of the endow- 
ment is therefore 4-50/. per annum. 

The late Right Honourable Tho- 
mas Connolly made the school a 
further grant, for the lives of six per- 
sons, four of which are dropped, 
(Lady Louisa Connolly, and a Mr. 
John Simmons, being the survivors,) 
and during their lives the school is 
entitled to receive per annum 50/. 
more, Mr. Conuoilj's annuity. 

Inconsequence of an application 
made in February, 1809, by Lady 
Louisa Connollj.tht only surviving 
trustee, this establishment was, in 
the month of December, in the same 
year, transferred to the management 
of the incorporated society for ( -ro- 
moting Protestant schools in Ire- 
land, and the funds applicable to its 
support were legally vesud in that 
Board. Under this arrangement, 
provision has been made by the so- 
ciety for the constant reception of 
thirty children, at the recommenda- 
tion of the representatives of the late 
Mr. Connolly, because the school 
havin" been originally instituted and 
endowed for the benefit of the te- 
nantry on the estate of that family, 
it appeared proper, that the first step 
should be to secure their interest in 

it. 

There were in. the school, at the 
time the incorporated society got 



possession of it, twenty-seven female 
children, which number haa.oeen 
since increased to one hundred and 
six; and the additional buildings 
which have been undertaken by or- 
der of the society, and which are 
completed, afford, as we are inform- 
ed, ample accommodation for one 
hundred and eighty children. A 
local and superintending committee 
has been formed of the most re- 
spectable ladies and gem ennm of 
the neighbourhood, on the recom- 
mendation of Lady Louisa Connolly ; 
the Curate of Leixlip is the cate- 
chist, and there is a regular attend- 
ing apothecary. There is a master 
and mistress over this establishment, 
a female usher has been also ap- 
pointed, and under their superin- 
tendence, with the assistance of the 
elder girls acting as monitors, the 
children are carefully instructed in 
reading, * writing, and arithmetic, 
and the principles of the Protestant 
religion ; and the children, during 
the hours set apart for labour, are 
employed in spinning, platting si raw, 
dressing flax, knitting stockings, and 
mending their own clothes, and 
other useful branches of 'female in- 
dustry. 

Rathcool School. 
This school is situated in the vil- 
lage of Rathcool, about 10 miles 
from Dublin, and was endowed by a 
Mis Mercer, in the yt ar1734., who 
left her estates to five trustees, viz. 
the Archbishop of Dublin, the Bi- 
shop of Kildare, the Dean of St. 
Patrick's, the Archdeacon of Dub- 
lin, and the Minister of St. Bridget's 
Church, in Dublin, all for the time 
being: for two purposes; first, for 
paying annually thereout one hun- 
dred pounds to the sick poor of the 
parishes of St. Bridget, St. Peter's, 
St. Nicholas without, and St. Luke; 
and next, for the maintenance of as 
many Protestant children as the re- 
sidue of the income could aftbrd. 
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In the year 1744, the school-house 
was completed : it is a good and sub- 
stantial building, in excellent re- 
pair; at first, 20 female children 
were received, now (1812) firty 
girls are maintained, clothed, and 
educated, the income .being in- 
creased from "330/. per annum, to 
635/ 16s. 7d., subject -to the 100/. 
per annum to the parishes before- 
raentkfned, with a prospect of fur- 
ther increase at the expiration of 
some of the existing leases, the 
greater part of which are determi- 
nable. Besides the estate, the sum 
of 4>50/., five per cent, stock, has" 
been lately bought out of the sav- 
ings, and two bequests to the school, 
adding now 22/. 10s. per annum to 
the income of the charity. This 
stock is vested in the joint names of 
the present Bishop of Killalla, and 
the Reverend Peter Lefauu, Minister 
of l3t Bridget's, who succeeded the 
present Bishop of Killalla, in the 
superintendence and management 
of this school, under the controul of 
the trustees, and who also, after the 
example of his Lordship, collects the 
rents without any charge to the Cha- 
rity. 

The mistress of the school has a 
salary of 12/. a-year, and is also al- 
lowed six-pence per diem for her 
diet: the master, who is her husband, 
has twelve pounds per annum. The 
children are maintained for 3|d. per 
day each, and twenty acres of the 
land is annexed to the house, which 
the master is allowed rent-free, to- 
gether with six cows, bought at the 
expense of the institution, to make 
up for the smallness of the al- 
lowance of 3|d. per head, a 
day, for each child's food. There 
is also a gardener, and one maid 
servant, paid by the trustees ; so 
that the maintenance of each 
child, exclusive of the salaries of the 
establishment, may be estimated at 
10/. each. 



The present annual expenditure of 
this establishment is not much above 
500/., so that if the establishment 
continues to be conducted with as 
much economy as heretofore, more 
savings will "be gradually made for 
contingent expenses, arising from 
sickness, repairs, furniture, and, in 
time, for the increase of the number 
of the establishment. 

The children are taught, besides 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, spin- 
ning, knitting, needle- work.and parti- 
cularly every species of household 
country employment: their religious 
education is also carefully attended 
to. 

The girls, when fit, are appren- 
ticed to trades and services, as op- 
portunities oiler. 

The Charity, for many years past, 
has been, and still is, extremely 
well conducted in every respect- 
The trustees visit the school, and 
hold frequent Boards, and pass the 
accounts at stated periods. 

Felhard School. 

This is a small endowment of 
200/. left by the will of the Rev. Mor- 
gan Mickey, many years ago, in the 
hands of the Rev. John Armstrong, 
of Tipperary, at five percent in trust, 
as an additional stipend to the 
schoolmaster of the parochial school 
of Felhard. There are thirty-four 
scholars at this school, who pay 
from three to five shillings per quar- 
ter for their instruction. There is 
no schoolhouse belonging to the en- 
dowment. 

Balliniemple School. 

An endowment of one hundred 
poiinds, left by the same person, in 
the same hands, for the like object, 
and under the same rules; no school- 
master at present, but one to be ap- 
pointed as soon as a proper person 
can be obtained: no school-house. 

The foregoing sum of 300/. is ia 
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the hands of the Rev. William Arm- 
strong, Rector of Meallifle, in the 
Diocese of Oashel, eldest son and 
representative of the late Rev. John 
Armstrong; the interest has been 
regularly paid, save for three years, 
when there was no school -master ; 
the arrear is in the hands of the 
Rev. William Armstrong. 

T'oem. 
An endowment in the same dio- 
cese of one hundred pounds, left by 
the will of the Rev. J. Doherty, in 
trust, to the late Archbishop C»x, at 
4Z. per cent., as an additional sti- 
pend to the school-master of the pa- 
rochial school of Toem. The schoof- 
master having lately died, the school 
is kept by his widow, who has ten 
scholars, who pay two shillings and 
six pence per quarter. No house 
belonging to the endowment. 

Templeneiiy. 
An endowment of one hundred 
pounds, at' four per cent., in the 
same hands, l< j ft by the Rev. J. 
Doherty, for the same object, and 
under the same rules. The parish 
clerk is here the school-master : he 
has twenty scholars, who pay at 
the rate of two shillings and six 
pence per <}<rarter. No school house 
belonging to this endowment. 

Doon. 

An endowment of one hundred 
pounds also left by the same person, 
in the same hands, and for the same 
purpose. The parish clerk is the 
school -master : he has no house ; 
number of his scholars is not re- 
turned. 

The foregoing sums are each se- 
cured in the hands of the represen- 
tatives of the late Archbishop Cox, 
at four per cent interest, which has 
been regularly paid. 

Tubbrit School. 
This schooL which is situated at 



Tubbrit, in the County of Ferma- 
nagh, was founded under the will of 
George Vaughan Esq , dated the 
23d day of June, 1735, who de- 
vised all Iris estate in the County of 
Fermanagh, and all his other lands 
of inheritance, freehold, and other 
leases, to the then Primate of Ire- 
land, the Lords Bishop of Derry, 
Clogher, ' Raphoe, Elphin, Kilmore, 
Meath, and their successors, to- 
gether with certain other persons 
named in his will, in trust, that 
they should yearly and every year 
lay out the sum of two thousand 
pounds in the purchase of lands of 
inheritance, in fee simple, and con- 
tinue' so to do, until the annual 
amount of these new purchases, and 
the income of his estates so devised, 
should amount to the clear yearly 
value of four thousand pounds ; and 
his will then directed, that when 
and so soon as such purchases shall 
be completed, and the estates shall 
produce an income of four thousand 
pounds per annum, that his irustues 
shall then set apart so much of his 
estates in the County of Fermanagh 
and County of Donegal, and ol' the 
lands so to be purchased as afore- 
said, as should make up and amount 
to 2,000/. per annum, which sum 
the trustees aforesaid were to appro- 
priate to the erection and support of 
a school-house and school, sufficient- 
ly large to contain -three hundred 
boys, and two hundred girls, who 
were to be maintained, educated, 
and instructed in the several bran- 
ches of the linen manufacture, and 
in husbandry, in such manner as 
the said trustees shall from time to 
time think most fit and convenient. 
Said endowment to be called, and 
known by the name of, " The Cha- 
ritable Charter School of George 
Vaughan, Esq." He also desired, 
that a church should be built for the 
use of the children of .the establish- 
ment; and he further directed by 
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his will, that the other moiety of his 
estate, amounting to two thousand 
pounds per annum, should be vested 
also in his trustees, in trust, and for 
the use of his wife (luring her life, 
and after her death, to several of 
his relations, who are specified in 
his will, to the use of each tor life 
of this income of 2,000/., with re- 
mainders to heirs male, and the sur- 
vivor of thepi during life, and in 
default of such heirs, remainder to the 
Incorporated Society for promoting 
English Protestant Charier schools. 
Mr. George Vaughan having died in 
the year 1763, and his executors 
named in his will having renounced 
the execution thereof, and his ne- 
phew, Basil Brooke, Esq., having 
taken out administration, and soon 
after* died, and another nephevv, 
Gustavus Brooke, Esq., having suc- 
ceeded to him as administrator in 
1768, it was discovered, that owing 
to the circumstance of his leasehold 
interests under the see of Deny, 
which were very considerable, hav- 
ing been suffered to expire, there 
remained but his real estates in the 
Counties of Fermanagh and Done- 
gal, amounting to the yearly in- 
come of only 1,284/. 15s. to enable 
the trustees to purchase lands of in- 
heritance sufficient to produce the 
yearly income of ' 4,000/. ; until 
which purchases were made, no part 
of the charitable or other devises in 
his will, could, according to the 
strict letter ot the same, be carried 
into effect ; whereupon an agree- 
ment was entered into between the 
trustees and the relations of Mi'. 
Vaughan, entitled to the moiety of 
his estates, under the conditions in 
his «ill expressed, to divide equally 
between them and the Charity all 
hts real estates and personal pro- 
perty remaining, and accordingly 
an act was passed in the Irish Par- 
liament in the year 1776, to confirm 
this agreement:; by this act, the 
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estate was equally divided, and one 
half confirmed to Mr. Vaughan's re- 
lations in strict settlement, accord- 
ing to his will, but freed from the, 
limitation over to the incorporated 
society, in default of issue male, and 
the other part was vested in the 
Primate, the Bishops of Derr}-, 
Clogher, and-Raphoe, for the time 
being, St. George CaulGeld, Richard 
Leslie, Antony Foster, then Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer, William 
Scott, second Baron of said Court, 
Edward Ledwich, Dean of Kildare, 
Richard Woodward, Dean of Clogh- 
er, Sir Arthur Brooke, and Howard 
St. George, and the Rector of the 
parish of Drutnheiian for the time 
being; which persons were consti-. 
tuted a corporation, with power to 
supply vacancies within six calendar 
months, sp that the number of go- 
vernors may always be thirteen, and 
no more ; and those governors were 
to have power of making rules and 
regulations, and of appointing ofiir 
cers and servants for the establish- 
ment, admitting children, jtiid su- 
perintending the affairs of the Cha- 
rity ; and by the same act, they are 
empowered to make leases of the 
lands of the Charity, for three lives 
or 31 years, in possession, and not 
in reversion, at the best reserved 
yearly rent 

The Corporation having caused a 
school-house, with every suitable 
accommodation, and capable of con- 
taining from seventy to eighty chil- 
dren, to be erected, which cost about 
five thousand pounds, opened this 
school in the year (787 : thirty chil- 
dren were then admitted into it, who 
were dieted, clothed, lodged, and in- 
structed in reading, writing, arith- 
metic, agriculture, and gardening. 
We have been furnished by the Rev. 
D >ctor Howard St. George, one of 
the surviving trustees under the Act
